“In 1921, shortly after Mr. Hoo- 
ver went into President Harding's 
Cabinet as Secretary of Commerce, 
he undertook to have the Bureau 
of Markets of the Department of 
Agriculture transferred to his own 
department. Farm leaders believe 
this transfer was sought in the in- 
terests of dealers in and manufac- 
turers of farm products, 

“In coprespondence of ecord he 
said: ‘The functions of the De- 
partment of Agriculture should end 
when production on the farm is 
completed and movement there- 
from starts, and at that point’ the 
activities of the Department of 
Commerce should begin,’ 

"In December, 1924, in 
spondence of record, Mr. Hoover 
denied ever having sought to trans- 
fer the Bureau of Markets to the 
Department of Commerce. 

“In 1925, Mr. Hoover advocated 
a reduction of production of farm 
products to the demand of domes- 
tic markets, while a year vr £0 
later one of his bureau chiefs at- 
tempted to deny that Mr. Hoover 
ever had made such recommenda- 
tions. 

“All of these incidents and more 
have been referred to In *he United 
States Senate, and Mr. Hoover was 
invited to join in a request for an 
investigation of the facts in order 
that the country might know the 
truth about his record as a friend 
of the American farmer as distin- 
guished from the propaganda on 
his behalf tO capture the farm 
vote. 

“But Mr. Hoover matntained a 
discreet silence. He may claim he 
held down prices of farm products 
in the temporary interests of con- 
sumers, but he can hardly persuade 
the farmérs that such a benign ac- 
tivity was in their interests.”

GANG-FREE POLICE 
BOARD PROMISED 
BY MUAWLEY 


Candidate 
Declares, if Elected, He 
Will Not Be Influenced 
by Underworld. 


A pledge to appoint a Board of 
Police Commissioners for St. Louis 
‘as free.from gang influence and 
political organization control as the 
present board under Col, Allen C, 
Orrick,” was made last night by 
State Senator A. L. McCawley of 
Carthage, candidate for the Defige 
cratic nomination for Governor, 
in a naddress at a dinner given 
him at the University Club by a 
group of St. Louis business men. 

He appealed for support in Bt. 
Louis with promises that business 
interests would not be baited or 
penalized through additional taxes 
during his administration and that 


‘he was free of gang support that 


would have any voice in his ad- 
ministration. 

“Not a gangster is supporting 
me,” McCawley said. “I have not 
the support of that element of the 
City Committee in St. Louis. The 
talking politicians are not for me, 
and never have been in any politi- 
cal race I ever have made, but I 
have been reasonably successful. 

‘“T will sav to you that organiza- 
tion support of a candidate in a 
primary means organization con- 
trol of the officer when he is 
elected, and you business men in 


'St. Louis know what government 
'by the Democratic City Committee 


of St. Louis would mean. I am 
free today, will be free next Tues- 
day. and if I am elected I will De 
on the night of the election 
next November to consult the busi- 
ness men of St. Louis, the people

ESIDES the pre-eminently im- 

portant local offices of Circuit 
Attorney and nine Circuit Judges, 
nominations for which are to be 
made in Tuesday's primary, nom- 
inees for a list of local offices are 
to be’ chosen. The local contests 
of chief public interest, among 
these, are for the Republican nom- 
inations for Sheriff and Public Ad- 
ministrator. 

Other nominations to be deter- 
mined wholly or in large part by 
St. Louis votes are those for the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals; for 
Congress from the Tenth, Eleventh 
and Twelfth Districts; for the beucn 
of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, in both its divisions; for Cor- 
oner and City Treasurer. 


Congress. 

Contests for Congressional nom- 
inations have attracted little atten- 
tion this year. In the heavily Re- 
publican Tenth District, which em- 
braces St. Louis County also, Con- 
gressman H. F. Niedringhaus, who 
is in his first term, is opposed for 
renomination by Raymond Hart- 
mann, a lawyer. The Democratic 


by John R. Green of Clayton and 
Samuel M. Watson of Maplewooa, 
both lawyers. 

In the Eleventh District, Con- 
gressman Cochran, Democratic, is 
unopposed for renomination. The 
Republican nomination in tnuat als- 
trict is sought by William Gray, a 
contractor, who was a  candi- 
date for the same nomination in 
1926, and. A. Courtney Davis, a 
lawyer. Congressman Dyer, Repub- 
lican, is unopposed in the Twelfth 
District primary. ‘Two candidates 
are on the Democratic ballot in this 
district. Everard Garland Han- 
cock is a former police sergeant, 
and has run for various nomina- 
tions in past primaries. Joseph M. 
McLemore is a lawyer. 


St. Louis Court of Appeals. 
The St. Louis Court of Appeals 


District embraces the city of St. 
Louis and 23 counties of Eastern 
Missouri. The term for which 


Judges are elected is 12 years. 
William Dee Becker, Republican, 
is seeking renomination for a sec- 
ond term in this court. Henry G. 
Stein is his only opponent, The 
Democratic nomination for this 
court is sought by Raleigh McCor- 
mick of Webster Groves and Rob- 
ert L. Sutton of Troy, the latter at 
present a Commissioner of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals. 


Sheriff. 


The Sheriff of St. Louis is chief- 
ly a eivil officer, but has a certain 
authority over prisoners confined 
in the City Jail, and his deputies 
are bailiffs for the criminal as well 
as the civil courts. He can expe- 
dite or hamper the administration 
of criminal justice. 

George W. Strodtman, who is 
seeking the Republican nomination 
for Sheriff, is a North St. Lous 
rea] estate dealer, head of a build- 
ing and loan association, and was 
formerly chariman of the Republil- 
can City Committee. He was ap- 
pointed Sheriff by Gov. Hyde in 
June, 1923, following the death of 
Sheriff Mohrstadt. He served a 
year and a half, and was not a 
candidate for the place in 1924. 
Strodtman announced on tak'ng 
office that he would turn over to 
Mrs. Mohrstadt, widow of his pred- 
ecessor, one-fourth of the fees re- 
ceived by him within the Sheriff's 
legal limit of $19,000. 

In making his -fiscal settlement 
with the city, in June, 1924. Sheyiff 
Strodtman deducted his compensa- 
tion at the rate of $19,000 a year, 
and rned $9029 excess fees ‘nto 
the chy Treasury. His action called 
attention to the fact that previous 
Sheriffs had kept these fees, mak- 
ing their compensation n*erer to 
$20,000 a year than to the Iga! 
limit of $10,000. He later turned 
in $14,000 additional, from fees 
received after he left ofice. 
Circuit Judges Pearcy, Taylor 
and Falkenhainer, investigating the 
matter, reported that Sfroctman’s 
predecessors had unlawfully re 
tained fees amounting to several 
thousand dollars a year. Legal ac- 
tion to recover the money was not 
possible, as the approval of the 
Sheriff’s report by the. Circuit 
Judges is a final settlement, arc 
the statute of limitations ba~red 
prosecution of the surviving ¢x- 
Sheriffs. The Circuit Judges, in a 
letter writter by -udge Rutledze, 
commended Sheriff Strodtman for 
the course he had taken. 

William H. Hubele, also seeking 
the Republican nomination for 
Sheriff, is Seventh Ward mem- 
ber of the City Committee and is 
running for re-election to that po- 
sition. as well as for the nomina- 
tion for Sheriff. 
In 1913 and 1914 Hubele was in 
the horseshoeing business, and had 
a contract with the city for shoe- 
ing horses and mules ow ned by the 
city and used in departments other 
) the Fire Department. City 


made an inquiry. into the 
cost of shoeing under the Hubele 


tion that this !tem was costing the

city much more per animal than 
it cost private concerns. An in- 
quiry showed that horses and 
mules were being shod more’ fre- 
quently than appeared necessary. 
One mule was found to have been 
to the shoer four times in two 
days, at a cost of $5 to the city. 
The Auu..or held up Hubele’s com- 
pensation, and it was materially 
reduced before being paid. 

Hubele was arrested by Federal 
prohibition agents Feb. 3, 1983, in 
a saloon at 323 South Third street 
on a charge of violating the Vol- 
stead act. He and the bartender 
had a preliminary hearing. Hubele 
pleaded that he was not the owner 
of the saloon, but was there to look 
after the interests of the owner, 
who was his friend, and that he 
was collecting the receipts to take 
to the owner when he was arrest- 
ed. Hubele was discharged, while 
the bartender was held to the Fed- 
eral grand jury. 

On the Democratic side there are 
four candidates, M. J. Edward 
Hartmann, a former Deputy Sher- 
iff; Andrew W. Sheridan, a former 
Constable and former Assistant 
Street Commissioner; Thomas R. 
Madden and Fred B. Murphy. 


Public Administrator. 


The Public Administrator has the 
duty of administering the estates of 
persons who die leaving no relative 
or friend qualified to .idminister. 
This office was at one time con- 
sidered the most lucrative in the 
city, as the Administrator, by hasty 
filing on estates, was able to obtain 
some large fees and many of mod- 
erate size, on a five per cent basis. 
This method of administering the 
office caused complaint. Recent in- 
cumbents of the office, including 
Otto Hampe, now retiring, have 
given no occasion for serious criti- 
cism. The returns of the office are 
said to be less than in former 
years. 

Four Republicans are secking 
this nomination, as follows: 

Horace G. Beedle is president of 
the Crescent Insurance Co., and 
treasurer of the Carlton Securities 
Co. He was a member of the low- 
er House of the Legislature in the 
last two sessions, and previously 
for one term. In the last session 
he was chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Life and Accident Insur- 
ance. Public positions which he 
has held include the offices of 
secretary of the Election Board, 


secretary to the Mayor (Mayor 
Kreismann), and first assistant 
comptroller. 


William F. Buder served as City 
Assessor for four years, being ap- 
pointed by Mayor Kiel in 1921. 
During his term, the Legislature 
passed a bill to make the office 
an elective one, but Kbuder con- 
tested this measure, and the courts 
upheld him. The Assessor's right 
to extra pay for handling the State 
income tax assessments was af- 
firmed in Buder'’s term. 

During Buder’s term as Asses- 
sor, alterations in the Assessor's 
records were discovered, in such 
number and of such nature as to 
point to deliberate attempt to de- 
fraud the city of taxes. The as- 
sessments of certain individuals 
were lowered about $3,000,000 by 
these alterations, with a loss to 
the city of $100,000 in taxes, 
much of which was afterward col- 
lected. Two attaches of the As- 
sessor’s office were indicted, and 
were removed from their positions 
by Buder. A new system of 
checking was installed to prevent 
such frauds in future. 

Anton Schuler served as City 
Marshal, by appointment of May- 
or Kiel, before being elected Sher- 
iff in 1924. He had Collector 
Koeln's backing for Sheriff in the 
1924 primary against James N. Mc- 
Kelvey, who was backed by Kiel 
and most of the City Committee. 
As Sheriff, Schuler has been 
charged by F. J. Primavesi, city 
jailer, with having been responsi. 
ble for the temporary release of 
Italian gangsters, held on felony 
charges, from jail. The gangsters, 
Primavesi has stated, were taken 
out by Deputy Sheriffs, and were 
taken back by the deputies after 
having visited their friends, and 
in some cases having drunk con- 
siderable liquor. Primavesi wrote 
a letter to the Post-Dispatch, which 
was printed a few days ago, charg-

Court of Criminal Correction. 

kor the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, Division 1, Judge Edward 
bs. Butler, now holding the position 
by appointment of Gov. Baker, is a 
candidate in the Republican list. 
He is a former member of the City 
Committee, where he succeeded his 
father-in-law, “Hank” Weeke. He 
was a Justice of the Peace before 
his appointment to the “Three Cs” 
bench in June, 1927. : 

A police compilation of liquor 
cases in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, made recently, shows that 
Judge Butler and his predecessor, 
the late Judge Calvin Miller, han- 
dled 509 such cases in 1927. In all 
these cases, the fines imposed and 
not subsequently stayed, and the 
sentences to jail or workhouse not 
stayed, amounted to only $275 and 
100 days. Many of the defendants 
were freed On payment of costs. 

Judge Butler was indorsed in the 
preferential vote of the St. Louis 
Bar Association. 

Chauncey J. Krueger, Alderman 
from the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
and former Judge of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, is running 
against Butler. He was gegominat- 
ed in the 1920 primary, but was 
defeated by the opposition of the 
League of Women Voters in the 
1920 election. Fred A. Bottger is 
the third candidate for this nomi- 
nation. 

The Democratic candidates for 
nomination to this division of the 
court are Joheph A. Broderich and 
Henry R. Watson. Broderich was 
indorsed in the Bar Association 
preferential vote. 

For a judgeship of Division No. 
2 of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, Judge Paul A. Gayer is seek- 
ing renomination, and he was in- 
dorsed in the Bar Association's 
preferential vote. Judge Gayer, a, 
former Associate City Counselor, 
was elected to the bench in 1924. 

When Mayor Miller and the 
Safety Council were striving for a 
strict enforcement of traffic laws, 
and when the Police Board was 
applying a clean-up policy and 
making drag-net arrests in the ef- 
fort to curb crime, Judge Gayer 
followed a policy of close scrutiny 
of evidence, and dismissed many 
traffic and liquor cases, because 
of what he held to be insufficient 
evidence. He threw out many 
liquor cases because raids were 
made without search warrants or 
were held for other reasons to be 
illegal, and denounced drag-net ar- 
rests as tending to create rather 
than to check crime. 

In the traffic cases, he reversed 
many convictions obtained by po- 
lice courts. After freeing many 
men who were fined for driving 
while intoxicated, Judge Gayer in 
June, 1926, announced that his 
leniency had not had satisfactory 
results, and that in future he 
would send drunken drivers to the 
Workhouse. 

In 1927, as shown by the police 
compilation previously cited, Judge 
Gayer heard 37 cases brought un- 
der the state liquor law. He im- 
posed fines of $200 each in 23 
cases. buf remitted all these fines 
on payment of costs, except $25 
in one case. His explanation was 
that the defendants were “poor 
devils, working for the higher- 
ups.” Judge Gayer continued to 
accept Louis Rose, professional 
bondsman, on bonds, after the 
Judges of the Circuit Court had 
refused him. Rose, after forfeit- 
ing three $19,000 bonds, trans- 
ferred the property on which the 
bonds were based. Judge Gayer 
also accepted Sam Arky, an evader 
of bond judgments, as a bondsman. 

Hugh Brammer is contesting 
this nomination. He has been 
practicing law 15 years, and is ac- 
tive in the affairs of the Manches- 
ter-Chouteau District Improvement 
Association, which he helped to 
organize. 

There is no Democratic contest 
for the nomination to this division 
of the court. 


Other local nominations to be 
determined in the primary are 
those for the State Senate and 
House of Representatives. The

HE ENJOYS TRIP

Chief Executive and Family 
Guests of U. S. Steel 
Corporation on Visit to 
Northern Minnesota.

SUPERIOR, Wis., Aug. 3—Back 
from a day spent in touring the 
iron ranges of Northern Minnesota, 
President Coolidge started his 
sixth year in office today with a 
program which included his semi- 
weekly call at the executive of- 


fices here in the morning and 
fishing on the Brule River this 
afternoon. 


In decided contrast to the com- 
pletion of his fourth year in of- 
fice last August, when he made 
the famous “I do not choose ‘o 
run” statement. The chief execu- 
tive went in for sightseeing yes- 
terday and was greatly impressed 


by the huge open pit mines .o 
which he was taken. 


Guests of U. 8. Steel Corporation. 

As guests of subsidiary organiza- 
tions of the United States Steel 
Corporation, the President, Mra. 
Coolidge and their son John spent 
the entire day yesterday inspect- 


ing properties of the steel corpor- 
ation, First at Hibbing, Minn., and 
later at Virginia, the party viewed 
the open pit mines, which pro- 
duces about 80 per cent of the na- 
tion’s iron ore. 

The pits, hundreds of feet deep, 
from which ore is scooped and 
taken directly to Great Lakes ore 
boats on small cars, appealed 
greatly to the Presjdent. 

The Hill Rust and Susquehanna 
mines, both sections of the one 
great pit, were shown to the Presi- 
dent at Hibbing. The Missahe 
mountain mine, owned by the Min. 
nesota schools but leased to the 
mining company, was seen at Vir- 
ginia. At each of these Mr. Cool- 
idge stood for some time  en- 
grossed in the unusual picture be- 
fore him, 


Coolidges Enjoy Trip. 
Coolidge was amused when 
told that the Missabe mountain 
mine is situated on a plot of 
ground originally owned by the 
United States which was. eéx- 
changed, before its mineral value 
was discovered, for a relatively 
worthless farming area in Central 
Minnesota. 

To date the mine has paid $23.,- 
000,000 in taxes. 

Pausing for a few minutes on 
his way back to the train at H'‘b- 
bing, the President visited the 
Hibbing High School, known aa 
one of the largest and most ¢x- 
pensive secondary school buildines 
in the United States. At Virgini+, 
he also saw the Virginia Rainey 
Lake lumber mill, largest white 
pine mill in the world. 

Both towns turned out en masse 
to cheer the President on his way 
to and from the mines. Bands, 
special police and roped-off streets 
added to the spirit of the half 
holiday, proclaimed by the mayors 
of the respective villages. The 
Presidential family entered freely 
into the spirit of the outing with 
both the President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge acknowledging the plaudits 
of the crowds with friendly waves 
and smiles.

THLE OLD RELIABLE ISSTE. 
From the New York Times. 

HEN Republicans in their little nests 

do not agree, one worm brought by 
the party mother always makes them open 
their mouths in glad expectancy and uni- 
son. It is the protective tariff. This Sen- 
ator Smoot, in his anxiety to compose Re- 
publican differences about the issues of 
the campaign, has been dangling over what 
be, as a veteran, must consider the dis- 
cordant youngsters. He tells them that 


whatever else may happen after Mr. Hoover 


is elected President, the tariff will be “re- 


vised upward.” To the Utah Senator this 


thought is evidently a great consolation. 
He may not know, and the Republican Na- 
tional Committee evidently does not know, 
what to do about farm relief. The Re- 
publican Party ts of two minds—it would 
be more accurate to say of 453 minds—re- 
specting the prohibition issue. Some are 
urging Secretary Hoover to be in his speech 
of  ooseiinen drier than the driest, while 
others are appealing to him to have @ 
heart and let the Eastern Republicans pe 
claim that he will be, after all, a close 
second to Gov. Smith in the matter of wet- 
ness. But what a comfort it must be in 
the midst of these divided counsels and 
uncertainties to summon all hands to join 
again in the ol la Republican song praising 
the wonder-working tariff! 
> . 

Senator Smoot couples with the higher 
tariff a promise of reduced taxes. The 
two things do not go well together. Higher 
customs rates are not intended to produce 
larger revenues. heir intent, as Senator 
Smoot innocently admits when he comes 
to talk about the agricultural schedules, 
is to keep foreign goods out. If they 
are kept out they can, of course. add 
nothing to the funds in the Treasury which 
would justify lowering the taxes. Mr. 
Smoot speaks of something like $2,500,- 
0°9 of imports that “represent farm pro- 
ducts and foodstuffs.” The logical thing 
to do, according to him, is to raise the 
duties on such products so that the Ameri- 
can farmer will have the entire market. 

* + & 

This may sound not a little absurd, or 
even threatening to the consuming public. 
But we are bound to say that Senator 
Smoot speaks by the Hoover book. In a 
little pamphiet containing statements on 
the farm question made by Secretary Hoo- 
ver, it fs on record that he favors putting 
a tariff on all agricultural products which 
will “grow upon our own soil.” This is 
a part of his pian for reducing the farm- 
ing “surplus” which at present must be 
exported. Mr. Hoover's exact language is: 

If by protection we make larger do- 
mestic production of wool, sugar, veg- 
etables oils, fiax.. etc.. prefitabie, we 
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will displace some export surplus from 

the present occupied lands. 

We are doubtless in for a lot of this 
as the campaign goes on. As the Hepub- 
lican leaders pull in different directions, 
and the watchwords of the party more 
and more contradict each other there will 
be a tendency to cry out in favor of drop- 
ping everything else and rallying round the 
tariff. But we fear that protected New 
Bedford will not be inclined to rally with 
any more enthusiasm than will the un- 
protected, and unprotectable, farmers of 
the Middle West. 


SMOOT, HIGH TARIFF ACOLYTE.

“Keep Cool’ Recipes With 
Popular Ginger Ale as a 
Basts. 


The makers of ginger ale offer 
an infinite variety of recipes for 


salads, 


General Instruction. 

There are two things to remem- 
ber. First, the ginger ale should 
be thoroughly chilled before it 1s 
added to the other ingredients. 
Second, it should be added just be- 
fore serving. In this way its full 
flavor is not impaired by melting 
ice, and the beverage retains its 
life and effervescence. If it 
stands for any considerable length 
of time, the ginger ale naturally 
loses some of its sparkle. 

Simple fruit ginger ale punches 
are made by putting a teaspoon of 
powdered sugar and a tablespoon 
of pineapple juice or syrup into a 
glass and then fill glass with ginger 
ale. Cubes of fruit may be added. 

For lemon punch add two thin 
slices of lemon to each glass of 
ginger ale. Orange punch may be 
made in the same way by substi- 
tuting slices of oranges for the lem- 
on. A teaspoon of powdered sugar 
should be stirred into each glass. 

Ginger ale may be added to 
milk. Add as much ginger ..le as 
will suit the taste. 

Summer Zephyr. 

For this delicious refreshment 
cut one and one-half pounis of 
rhubarb in thin slices. Add a stick 
of cinnamon, one bay leaf. Cook 
until tender and strain. Add cup 
sugar and simmer 10 minutes. 
Add one pint of orange juice, juice 
of three lemons and two bottles cf 
ginger ale. Cool and serve in 
tall glasses with shaved ice. 

Oriental Punch. 

Put two lemons sliced through 
the rind and pulp in a large 
pitcher with six whole cloves and 
one-half cup sugar. Pour over 
them one pint of freshly made hot 
tea. Cover mixture and chill in 
refrigeratior? Add three cups 
orange juice, two cups grape juice 
and a bottle of ginger ale. 

Ginger Ale Salad. 

Take one and one-half tale. 
spoon gelatine, two tablespoons 
cold water, one-fourth cup boi’ing 
water, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
a pinch of salt, six spiced pears or 
peaches, one tablespoon diced crys- 
tallized ginger. one-fourth cup 
spiced peach or pear liquor and 
one bottle ginger ale. 

Soften gelatine in cold water f-ve 
minutes, then dissolve in one-fourth 
cup boiling water. Quickly stir in 
the ginger ale, salt, spiced peach or 
pear liquor and lemon juice. Chill 
quickly. When beginn.ng to set, 
fold in pears or peaches and crys- 
tallized ginger. Mold. Whon s¢t, 
unmold on lettuce. Garnish with 
whipped cream.

Well Seasoned and Thoroughly 
Chilled They Are Very 
Appetizing. 


Jellied soups make a good addi- 
tion to summer meals. They may 
be made of vegetable stock, of 
meat stock or of jellied fruit juices. 
Jellied tomato bouillon is one of 
the most popular forms. Jellied 
chicken bouillon, plain coOnsomme, 
raspberry or cherry soup are other 
forms that are particularly good on 
warm days. These must be served 
thoroughly chilled and they must 
be well seasoned in order to be 
appetizing. e 

When the fruit soups are made, 
they are sometimes slightly thick- 
ened with cornstarch instead of 
being jellied with gelatin. A little 
lemon juice added to any fruit 
juice used gives it a better flavor. 
Combinations of raspberry and 
currant juice, slightly sweetened, 
mixed with a few drops of lemon 
juice or a little grated lemon rind 
and thickened with cornstarch to 
the consistency of a very thin cus- 
tard, make one of the nicest and 
the most popular of fruit soups. 
These are a little different from 
the straight bouillon, meat or vege- 
table stocks and are well worth 
trying. 

Jellied Tomato Bouillon. 

Cut three large, fresh ripe toma- 
toes in quarters. Add one-half cup 
of water, one-half teaspoon of 
sugar, one small onion cut in slices, 
and a sprig of parsley. Heat slow- 
ly to the boiling point and simmer 
for 20 minutes. Then rub through 
a Strainer. Add enough water to 
make two cups of liquid. Reheat 
and add pne bouillon cube, stirring 
until it is dissolved. Season -the 
mixture to taste with salt, pepper 
and a little celery salt. 

Soak two teaspoons of gelatin In 
two tablespoons of cold water for 
five minutes. Then add to the hot 
tomato mixture. Stir until the 
gelatin is dissofyed and pour into 
bouillon cups or into a shallow 
bowl to cool. Set aside to stiffen 
and serve very cold, breaking the 
jellied mixture lightly with a fork. 

Mixed Fruit Soup. 

Something entirely different is 
this iced fruit seup. Take a zlass 
of currant jelly, one cup hot water, 
one cup berry juice, three table- 
spoons lemon juice, three-fourths 
cup orange juice. strained, five 
whole cloves, one-half inch stick 
cinnamon ,two tablespoons tapioca, 
a pinch of salt, two tablespoons 
sugar and one cup pineapple juice. 

Dissolve jelly in water. Add ber- 
ry, lemon and orange juices, cloves, 
and cinnamon, and allow to stand 
2 hours. Strain. Cook tapioca, salt, 
and sugar in pineapple juice in 
double boiler 15 minutes, or until 
tapioca is clear, stirring frequently. 
Cool, Add to first mixture. Chill 
thoroughly. Serve in bouillon cups 
with as few whole berries as a gar- 
nish. Serves 6. 

Iced Mint Fruit Soup. 

An expert dietician recommends 
an iced mint fruit soup, using nalf 
a can of crushed pineapple, two 
cups of water, half a glass cf mint 
jelly and a teaspoon of arrowroot 
for thickening. She tops this scrp 
off with a sprig of fresh mint. 


Grate Raw Carrots, 

Many people say their families 
do not enjoy carrot salad because 
it was difficult to chew. This dif- 
ficulty is overcome” by grating 
them, and all the deliciousness of 
the raw vegetable and its food 
value is yours, which is entirely 
different from the cooked carrot. 
Cooking it does not solve the prob- 
lem of harg chewing, because then 
the carrot itself is changed. 


Nut Bread. 

Nut bread for fruit salad calls 
for four cups of flour, teaspoon of 
salt, four teaspoons baking powcer 
sifted together and mixed with ore 
cup ground or broken walnut 
meats. Mix two eggs with half cup 
of sugar and add slowly two cups 
of milk; then stir in the dry in- 
gredients. Pour into greased ran 
and let stand 10 to 15 minutes. 
Bake one hour in a moderate oven. 
Do not cut until next day. Excel- 
lent for motor lunches. :

Two kinds of canned | 
niilk—how they differ 


In talking to women about canned 
milk I’ve often found them ‘more 
than a little vague as to just what 
it is. Perhaps some of you will be 
interested in knowing more about 
this valuable food. 

In the first place, there are two 
kinds of canned milk used by house- 
wives—e¢vaporated and condensed. 
Evaporated milk, which I so often 
recommend in my recipes, is simply 
pure cow’s milk with a little more 
than half the water removed. Noth- 
ing whatever is added. Hence evap- 
orated milk is used by good cooks 
in eoffee, cooking and baking. It is 
pure and economical and a great 
convenience to have on hand. 

Condensed milk is also pure cow’s 
milk but it is preserved by adding 
a certain percentage of sugar.

HE old routine of penal insti- 
T tutions has been all but abol- 

ished in the Federal Industrial 
Institute for Women, erected at 
Alderson, W. Va., by the national 
Government to house feminine of- 
fenders against its laws. 

The buildings are without bars, 
locks or keys. No guards are in 
evidence, The women are known 
by name and not by number, and 
each inmate is accorded privileges 
commensurate with her eagerness 
to help herself. 

Dr. Mary B. Harris of Pennsy!l- 
vania, superintendent, has at- 
tempted to surround her “pa- 
tients” with influences and an at- 
mosphere such as many of them 
have never known and to enable 
them to fit themselves for future 
usefulness in one of many fields 
from which they may choose, 

With the completion of the 
group of. buildings which § rises 
along the Greenbriar River’ in 
West Virginia, southwest of Al- 
derson, the Federal Government 
has its first institution devoted ex- 
clusively to women who have vio- 
lated its laws. Congress created 
a commission five years ago to 
plan the institute and later sup- 
plied funds for the work. The 
finished group and the grounds 
represent an investment of some

She shares the 
work of keeping the cottage clean 
and may be assigned to help in the 
general laundry. 

Her physical welfare is looked 
after by Dr. Elda Von Bose, resi- 
dent physician. Mrs. Catherine 
Jones, teacher and resident psy- 
chologigst, makes suggestions. The 
patient attends chapel regularly. 

At work she wears a’ gingham 
dress—green, perhaps, one day, 
and blue the next, or checkered— 
made by women who are studying 
in the sewing department. She 
eats, in the cottage dining room, 
food prepared and served by other 
women in the institution who are 
studying cookery. Not on _ bare 
boards, but at’ a small table set 
for four with a tablecloth and} 
with dishes which have a bit of 
color in them. Milk on the table 
comes from a herd of tested cows 
on the grounds, eggs from the in- 
stitute’s hennery and vegetables 
from the garden. 

She is discharged from the in- 
stitute, at the end of her’ term, 
well versed in the work she has 
chosen to study and able to hold 
a position.
